Wilson Acts Under 
'National Emergency' 
Power Accorded Him 
Washington, Feb. 5—Acting under the authority con- 


ferred upon him by congress, President Wilson today de- 
clared there exists a "national emergency" arising from in- 
sufficient ships and issued a proclamation forbidding Amsri- 
can ship owners from transferring vessels to alien registry. 


The president's proclamation follows: 
"Whereas", congress didtby 'an act to establish a United States 


shipping board for the purpose of encouraging commerce, develop- 
ing and creating a naval auxiliary and a naval reserve and merchant 
marine to meet the requirements of the commerce of the United 
States with its territories and possessions and with foreign coun- 
tries; to regulate carriers by water engaged in the foreign in- 
terstate commerce of the United States, and for other purposes' 
approved September 7 ,1916, provide that 'dunng any national 
emergency the existence of .which is declared by proclamation- by 
the president, no vessel registered or enrolled and licensed . under 
the lav/s cf the United States shall, ..without the approval, of the;

At the same time, three momentous developments have 


come to improve what some officials insist are possibilities of 
peaceful outcome: 


1. Germany has yielded to this country's demands made 


a few hours before the break in relations came, for immediate 
release of Americans held prisoners in Germany. 


2. President Wilson has asked all neutrals to follow his 


course in severing diplomatic relations with Germany, believ- 
ing such action "Will make for the peace of the woild." 


3. Germany has met the full demands of international 


law in the Housatonio case. 


This government has yet to reach a decision on relations with 


Austria. 


Careful consideration has led officials to feel that the break 


with her will not come, however, unless Austria herself precipi- 
tates if—if she has not already.

Whether peace continues or war is to come, the present situa- 


tion with Germany should develop withuTa few days; it' is of- 
ficially believed. Within _that time the attitude of most ,pf the 
neutral nations will'become publicly known, and whether, or not 
Germany intends to halt or continue the campaign President Wilson 
called'ruthless will also develop. 


At the same time he is employing the mailed fist to emphasise 


u's peace hopes, the president is taking every step to prepare the 
country for eventualities more serious than those already developed. 


With' diplomatic relations at an end, there is always the coh- 


itant danger that the situation between the United States and Ger- 
many will develop into a state of war; officials realize such a sev- 
erance-of relations has always been . followed by war. At any 
moment, an unfortunate mistake or a deliberate act by some

The attention of the .United States government today now cen- 


ters upon neutrals'action of the-world. The president has indi- 
cated clearly that his move in breaking relations with Germany is 
designed to lead neutral, countries in a great moral effort—backed 
by arms if necessary—to enforce peace...

Washington, Feb. 5—Austria has sent the United States a note 


practically identical with the German declaration ct unrestricted 
sea warfare, but despite this the administration is making every 
effort to get a change on Austria's part and avoid a break similar 
to the German rapture. 


These negotiations have proceeded for the past two days. Be- 


cause of them the state department has withheld the text of the 
Austrian note and has refused all comment regarding it 
further 


than to say it had a communication from Austria. The purport of 
the note has been generally understood, but confirmation of its ex 
act nature was not available until today. 


Because of its interest in caring for thousands of prisoners, 


this government is anxious to continue relations with Austria if 
honorably possible.

The bureau of public roads and rural engineering of the agri- 


cultural! department at Washington has been making careful study 


if the effects of good roads upon the rural sections through which 
:hey lie. 
Its report thereon is most interesting and inspiring and 


should lend encouragement to Scioto county, which has entered so 
generously upon the improvement of her highways to continue un- 
Elaggingly thereat. 


For the purpose of the investigation eight counties in widely 


separated states, were selected, four in Virginia, and one dach in 
Xew York, Mississippi, Alabama and Florida. Tbe first result noted 
ivas a \fifteen percent increase In the average school attendance, 
coupled .with social improvement, plctisanter and more intimaU- 
neighborhood relations, brought about by easier and quicker inter- 
j 


course, development of industries, increase in the value of lands and 
decrease in tbe cost of hauling and marketing. 


Ibis condition was not singular in the majority of counties, 


i)ut while more marked in some than-others was distinctly observable 
n all. In Spottsylvnnia county. Virginia, the .school enrollment gam^ 
ed over forty percent and the marketingpf forest productions over 
seventy-eight. In Dimviddic county, the same state, the roads were 
10 intolerably wretched before being bettered that truck farming 
was profitable only within three miles of the market town, now it has 
extended to an area of seven miles, or more than doubled. Like- 
wise in Lee good roads have enabled fanners to dispose of tanbark 
ind pulp, which before was dead timber on their lands. 


The results in tbe other counties was not found to be materially 


different, one showing more improvement in this thing and another 
in that, but the splendid effects everywhere were undeniable.

PEACE MOVE SEEN 
IN WILSON'S APPEAL 
TO ALL NEUTRALS 


Washington, Feb. 5—This government entered 


today upon the real danger period in its position to- 
ward Germany, for today the time of grace for neutral 
shipping in the new war area expires. At the same 
time, three momentous developments have come to 
improve what some officials insist are possibilities of 
peaceful outcome: 


1—Germany has yielded to this country's 


demands made a few hours before the break 
in relations came, for immediate release of 
Americans held prisoners in Germany. 


2—President Wilson has asked all neu- 


trals to follow his course in severing diplo- 
matic relations with Germany, believing such 
action "will make for the peace of the world." 


3—Germany has met the full demands of 


international law in the Housatonic case. 
This government has yet to reach a decision on relations with 


Austria. 


Careful consideration has led officials to feel that the break 


with her will not come, however, unless Austria herself precipi- 
tates if—if she has not already. 


Whether peace continues or war is to come, the present situa- 


tion with Germany should develop within a few days, it is of- 
ficially believed. Within that time the attitude of most of the 
neutral nations will become publicly known, and whether or not 
Germany intends to halt or continue the campaign President Wilion 
called ruthless will also develop. 


At the same time he is employing the moiled fist to emphasize 


his peace hopes, the president is taking every step to prepare the . 
country for eventualities more serious than those already developed. 


With diplomatic relations at an end, there is always the.con- 


stant danger that the situation between the United States and Ger- 
many will develop into a state of war; officials realize such a sev- 
erance of relations has always been followed by war. 
At- any 


moment, an unfortunate mistake or a deliberate act by. some O- 
boat commander may bring the "sparks" to our shores. 


The attention of the United States government today now cen- 


ters upon neutrals'action of the world. The president has indi- 
cated clearly that his move in breaking relations with Germany IE 
designed to lead neutral countries in a great moral effort—backed 
by arms if necessary—to enforce peace. 


The president has formally requested full and immediate re- 


ports from American representatives in the neutral capitals on UK 
reception of his suggestion as to similar action. 


Owing to the fact thai this government has always stood out 


for individual or "parallel" instead of joint action, there are un- 
official indications that many of the countries now will decline to 
enter a parallel effort to force Germany into modifying her subma- 
rine war. 


The ruling classes of Spain and Sweden are generally under- 


stood to bs somewhat pro-German while the other Scandinavian 
countries lean the other way.

The bureau of. public roads and rural engineering of the agri- 


cultural department at Washington has.been making careful study 
of the effects of good roads upon the rural sections through which 
they lie. Its report thereon is most interesting and inspiring and. 
should lend encouragement to Scioto county, which has entered so 
generously upon the improvement of her highways to continue un- 
fiaggingly thereat. 


For the purpose of the investigation'eight counties in widely 


separated states, were selected, four in Virginia, and one each in 
New York, Mississippi, Alabama and Florida. The first result noted 
was a fifteen percent increase in the average school attendance, 
coupled with social •improvement,1 pleasanter and more intimate 
neighborhood relations,'brought about by easier and quicker .inter- 
course, development of industries, increase in the value of lands and 
decrease in the cost of hauling and marketing.- 


-This condition was not singular in the majority of counties, 


ml while more marked in some than others was distinctly observable 
n all. in fSpottsylvuniu county, Virginia, the school'enrollment gain- 
ed, over forty percent and the marketing of forest productions over 
seventy-eight. In-Dimviddii county, the same state, the roads were 
so intolerably wretched before being bettered that truck farming 
was1 profitable only'withhltHrce miles of the market town.'wow it has 
extended to an area of seven miles, or more than doubled. Like- 
wise in Lee good roads have enabled farmers to dispose of tanbark 
nncl pulp, which before was dead timber on their lands. 


The results in the other counties was not found to be materially 


different, one showing more improvement in this thing and another 
in that, but the splendid effects everywhere were undeniable.
